Lloyd George's own headquartera 
concede unofficially 820 Conservatives 
seats in the next parliament, but stil! 
believe the former primo minister will 
have between 50 and 100 devoted fol- 
lowers behind him, whom with defec- 
tion from the Conservatives will suf- 
fice to throw out the Bonar Law gov- 
ernment if it yields to reaction. 

Bonar Law himself is having a 
hard fight in Glasgow, where Sir 
George Paish has developed unex- 
pected strength, and Scotland gen- 
erally is debatable ground. But the 
main strongholds of conservatism— 
London and home counties—seem 
ikely to present serried ranks of 

nioniats.

Mr. Lioyd Géorge made a very tell- 
ing attack upon opponents of both 
tamps today when, at Bolton, he de- 
clared that both Walter Runiman and 
Herbert Asquith warmly fathered 
anti-dumping tariffs when agreed to 
by the allies in Paria, and presented 
them in the form of a resolution in 
the commons. “ ‘What a fine child,’ 
they «aid then,” said Mr. Lioyd 
George, “and now they say, ‘Turn 
him out because he is not in favor 
of the very proposale we drafted with 
our hands in Parie.’"

acum of the Pacific waterfront—they 
ore law abiding and easily handled. 
The Copper Eskimos further to the 
; east are entirely different, however. 
| they have been in but slight contact 
with civilisation, and govern their 
actions more or less by the Jaw of the 
aurvival of the fittest. 

At Hehschel Island coal, food 
and supplies of all kinds for this post 
and the detachment at Tree River 
must come in via the Behring Straits. 
The settlement is located on a bare 
wind-swept island where jt is neces- 
sary to pile logs around the tents to 
keep them from blowing ay..y; noth- 
ing is produced in any shape or form 
—everything must come from the 
“outside.” 

In addition to the two ships which 
make the nnual voyage in there :# 
quite ‘a fleet of Eskimo schooners 
which make the island their head- 
quarters when coming in for the sum 
mer trade; these vessels number 
about thirty, some twelve of them 
being powered with gasolene engines, 
and with the exception of the ‘‘Her- 
man” every craft in the Arctic flies 
the Red Ensign, and there are now 
no posts on the mainiand operatei 
by anyone but British subjects, 


Doctor’s Work 

Herschel possesses a good harbor, 
which is one of tho reasons it was 
chosen as Police headquarters for 
the Arctic. In 1897 ice prevented the 
whaling vessels getting out and fou‘ 
teen ships wintered at the island, the 
white population being thus augmeni:- 
ed by three hundred.

Both prison- 
era pleaded guilty to the charge of 
atson. Town Policeman Robert Hoe, 
who js also fire chief, in hig evidence 
stated that he found that in room 33 
threc beards had been cut out of the 
floor, allawing. an eT oe down to 
the kitchen where one of the firea 
originated, but this fire was quay 
extinguished. In the ‘ceiling of room 
23 a hole had been cut three feet long 
and two feet wide, apparently to give: 
access to the attic. Through this hole 
nen oes carried a large quantity of 
excelsfor and scattered over the cell- 
ings of the bed rooms. The partition 
between the old part and the new 
part Jv. the attic had been cut through 
and excelsior carried into thie part 
and aeattered around. In room 26 
another big hole had been recently 
cut {jn the ceiling and directly under 
thin hole a table was standing. On 
the bed beside the table ‘was 
pléces of lath that had been cut from 
this hole. In this room were two mat- 
tresses lying on the floor with part of 
the Inaide of the mattresses gone. In 
room 4s a hole had been cut in the 
oelling and the chair had been used 
t' .-d on while the hole was being 
t, was still on the bed. In the hall- 
way an opening had been cut through 
into the bed rooms apparently to give 
draft to the flames. In this opening 
war - quantity of excelsior and in the 
room was a mattress that had been 
soaked with coal oll.
